As if it weren’t bad enough to 
have all the iuoonvenience ami de¬ 
privation of beiug deaf, without be¬ 
ing relinked for it ou top of that ! 

We have learned now that tlie 
apparently inattentive child in 
school may lie near sighted or deaf, 
aud we look for such things. But 
we still treat ttie grown tip, who lias 
committed the sin of deafness to a 
certain amount of impatience and 
irritability. 

I don’t meau that we intend to. 

Or that we always realize when 
we are doing it.

And there are many people who 
would be horrified al the idea of 
laughing when a blind man stumbles 
over something, yet will show their 
amusement wheu a deaf man stum¬ 
bles over his obstacles and makes 
some ridiculoss mistake. 

Aud don’t believe the deaf man 
doesn’t mind, just because he does 
n’t show it. The pluckiest deaf 
man I kuow (and it takes some 
pluck not to let oneself be changed 
and soured by deafness) says: “ It 
used to to make me feel as if 1 
wauted to sink through the floor if 
people laughed, but uow I tiy to 
laugh first wheu I see I’ve made 
some fool blunder and that takes 
somo of the embrassnient out. But 
you can bet I don’t like being 
laughed at even at that.” 

A REASON BUT NOT AN EXCUSE 

I suppose there are two reasons 
why we are less kind to the deaf 
than to the bliud One is because 
blindness seems the greater tra¬ 
gedy to us. The other is that the 
deaf man’s disability makes more 
demand upou hia friend. We dou’t 
have to try and make the blind 
man see, whereas we do make au 
effort to make the deaf man hear. 
And we unconsciously resent that 
effort. 

Bnt if we drag onr resentment 
out into the light, surely we shall 
be so ashamed of of it that we shall 
overcome it, aud show our own 
gratitude for sound eyes and ears 
by doing all we cau to make our 
deaf friend forget bis deafuess.

New Vegetables Made. 

Graftiug, a procedure quite com¬ 
mon in tree culture, has beeu ap¬ 
plied to vegetables and flowers by 
a French botanist. Professor Lucien 
Daniel, of the University of Ren¬ 
nes. who has by this method in 
creased jhe size aud yield of vege¬ 
tables, created new species and pro¬ 
longed the life of plants, and in¬ 
tensified the perfume of flowers. 
Professor Daniel lias performed 
such graftiug operations on cab¬ 
bage, lettuce, beans, potatoes, 
tomatoes and various flowers. 

One of the first attempts made 
by Professor Dauiel was to graft 
tlie black Belgian bean on a large 
white Soissons beau. From this 
combination plant there were 
obtained seeds of au entirely new 
variety 0 / beaus which has remain¬ 
ed fixed. He also took a bittet 
vatiety of cabbage unfit for food, 
but resistant to frosts, and grafted 
on it a variety that has a good 
flavor or succumbs easily to cold. 
The seeds of tlie hybrid yielded a 
new variety that tastes good and 
resists cold. 

Some of Professor Daniel’s most 
sensational grafts were made ou the 
family- to whioh belong such useful 
plants as potatoes, tomatoes, tobac¬ 
co aud eggplant. He grafted sec¬ 
tions of eggplants 011 tomato vines 
First the grafts produced the re 
gular ovoid eggplant fruit and later 
on the same branch yielded other 
fruit resembling that of tomatoes 
Finally a true hybrid, round iu 
shape, was obtained. Professor 
Dauiel also grafted tomato branches 
and helladonua on potato vines and 
potato stems on eggplants aud to¬ 
mato viues. Potatoes, of coutse, 
are tubers which developed under¬ 
ground. It was a question as to 
What would happeu wheu a potato 
stem was grafted on another plant 
Would tubers continue to be pro 
duced ? It was found that they 
were, but not undergrouud. Large 
beautiful tubers hung front the 
branches, like fruit. These aerial 
tubers when planted yielded a uew 
kind of underground potatoes which 
were more resistant and developed 
more quickly than those of whioh 
they were the offspring. 


A still more fantastic discovery 
was the finding, among these se¬ 
cond-generation hybrids, of three 
plants which bore both aerial and 
subterranean tubers at the same 
time These tubers being harvested 
and planted yielded a stable new 
variety rather late in developing, 
but delicious in flavor, extra large 
in size ^nd very hardy. 

One of the most recent experi¬ 
ments is the double grafting of 
belladonna and tomato. Upon a 
tomato stem, a sprig of a belladon¬ 
na was grafted and then upon the 
latter again a tomato stem. It was 
found that the belladonna plant 
had by this operation lost its pro¬ 
perty of producing atropiu poison 
which is normally fouud iu all parts 
of the belladonna plant .—Scientific 
American.
